No fiscal implication to the State is anticipated.

The bill would amend the Transportation Code to allow a commissioners court with a popul ation of
more than 740,000 to authorize certain county employees to issue citations for aviolation relating to
the sale of items by avendor, the erection of a structure by avendor, or solicitation of money that
occur on a public highway or road, in aright-of-way, or in a parking lot in an unincorporated area of a
county.
